THE SHEEP INDUSTRY

LETTER FROM JUDGE LAWnEXCE
TO SEXATOIt VOORIIEES.

He Corrects Errors of the Senator,
and Teller Why - American "Wool-Growe- rs

Should lie Protected.

Hon. Daniel W. Voorhees, United States
Senator from Indiana:
An open letter of mine to you, dated

May 5, was published in the Indianapolis
Journal on the subject of sheep husbandry,
in which some mistakes of fact you made
In a letter addressed by you to a Chicago
friend, dated April 27, were pointed out
and corrected. My letter has been re-
printed in the American Economist, the
Troy (N. Y.) Telegram, the Qulncy (111.)

Farmers Call and other Journals, but
neither you nor any. other person has at-temo- ted

to sustain you In the errors you
made, nor to deny the accuracy of any
statement I made.

When I wrote my first open letter to
you I had not seen all of your letter of
April 27, and henoe only corrected the
efrors In an extract therefrom as pub-
lished. I have since seen the whole letter,
and I will now respectfully call your at-
tention to other errors therein of Judg-
ment and of fact. ' Your letter says:

"It is also manifest that the fail-
ure of our wool growers to realize a profit
on wool Is almost entirely due to over-
production, both In. thl3 country and In
other wool-produci- ng countries."

As to this. I have to say I am pleased
to notice that you recognize the fact
that since the election of President Cleve-
land, with a majority--i- n Congress in favor
of 'free, wool, the Trice of wool has so de-
clined that our . wool growers have not
realized a profit on-I- t. -- It has been proved
that the threat of free wool and of re-
duced duties on manufactures thereof
caused the decline, la price. (See miscellan-
eous Senate documents of the present ses-
sion, Nos. 35. 77 and' 124; index title, "Threat
of Free Wool.")

You make a grave error of fact In at-
tributing decline to overproduction of wool
in this country. Is it possible you mean
deliberately to say there has been over-
production In this, country? In 1SS7, under
President Cleveland's first administration,
Mr. Swltxler, the chief of the bureau of
statistics In the Treasury Department, pub-
lished a report on "Wool and Maunfac-ture- s

of Wool," and on page 43 he said:"It can be safely .predicted that owing
to the still Imperfect quality of our aver-age sheep and .the, present overproduction
of sheep, caused by the high wool tariff,
there may be little "Of no gain in numbers,
if not an actual loss In the near future."

The same report showed the grave mis-
take of saying there was overproduction.
That report shows the following,' fiscalyear 1&S7: - , ,

Number of sheep In the , United States,
44.7:9,314 (page 61); wool produced (pounds).
2S.".000, 000 (page 16);: net . imports of for-
eign raw wools (pounds), 107,309,738 (pages
11. 12 and 35); foreign wool imported in.foreign manufactures, value $14,630,381,
(pounds), lSS.ffJUia (page 3C); total wool
consumed (pounds.,,t2G.2i)0.681 (page 36).

Thus our .people, consumed nearly twice
as much as tney . produced. The excess
of consumption over production was 241,-200.- SSI

pounds. We then needed to produce
this amount 40.200.147 additional sheep. Doyou call that overproduction? In a speech
I made on this report I called attentionto these facts, and In 1SSS the Treasury De-
partment published a' new edition of itcorrecting some of Its errors, and this al-
leged overproduction was omitted, as you
will see on page 43 of the new edition.

In my rormrtv letter to you Ipointed out that statistics showed
the following facts.for the fiscal year ISftt:
Total consumption .. of- - wool. 600.590.604
pounds; domestic product of wool, 364,156,-CG- G

pounds; net Imports of raw wools, 172.-433.6- 37

pounds; imports of wool In manufac-tures, 114.0uo,ooo pounds; number of sheep
in United States,

Thus you perceive that the total consump-
tion was 30O.00O.30L pounds In excess of do-
mestic production,', requiring all of 50.000.uu0
additional sheep to' produce all we need.

, Your letter says: "It Is manlfestlv ab-
surd to suppose that the 11 cents duty on
wool has at any time for many years past
been of service to the grower."

As to this I have to say: In the fiscalyear 1833 by far the largest part of the
imports of raw wools 122.3SC.072 pounds-w- ere

class 3 wools, which only paid a duty
of 2.6296 cents per pound. The imports of
raw merino were 43,311,5$ pounds at a nom-
inal duty of 11 cents per pound, but by
reason of what is called the "skirting
clause" in the tariff act, which should not
be In it, the real duty Is only equal to 6
cents per pound on Ohio and Indiana
washed Merino, when the law was really
designed to give 11 cents on unwashed and
22 on washed, The imports of raw second-clas- s

wools were 6,736,200 pounds, with a
duty of 12 cents on washed wools. (For
evidence see United States Senate Mhi.
Doc. present Fifty-thir- d Congress, second
session, pp. 37-4- 6.)

Tho casual reader would Infer from your
letter that wool - growers had been re-
ceiving the benefit of a protective duty of
11 cents per pound, but this is an error.
An adequate duty would secure to wool
growers fairly remunerative prices. Will
you deny It?

The tariff duty. Inadequate as It was and
Is. was a benefit to the wool growers pre-
cisely by the amount of the protection.
President Cleveland said so In his message
of Dec. 6. 1887. It is proved by evidence of
Senate Miscellaneous Documents of th- -

present session. (No. 35, pp. 25-5- 0, SO-5-9, 258,
1G6, 2S1; No. 77, pp. 1, 56-5- 8, 42-5- 2; No. 124.
pp. 21-2- 5. 46. 86.) Do you intend to deny
what President Cleveland said?

You cite the low price of wool last year
as evidence that the duty of 11 cents has
been of no service to wool growers. Sine?
the election of President Cleveland and
a free-wo- ol Congress prices have been re-
duced by the threat of free wool, not be--
cause of, but In spite of, the tariff. Manu-
facturers were compelled to reduce prices
to the free-wo- ol level, because they knew
that if Congress reduced duties on manu-
factures they would be met with free-wo- ol

foreign competition. The threat of fre
wool nullified the effect o? the protective
tariff. (For evidence see document No. 3b,
pp. 203, 70. 163: No. 77. pp. C0-&- S; No. 124,
pp. 62, 116, 119.)

You say you "have no doubt that In the
year following the pas-sag- of a free-wo- ol

tariff bill the price of domestic wool would
advance, unless the great overproduction
in various other countries should continue
to Increase." The casual reader might in-

fer from this that free wool would cause
an Increase in the price of our wool. You,
of course, do not venture to say that. Free
wool will destroy our American sheep hus-
bandry, and this destruction will give for-
eign wool growers and importers a monop-
oly which will enable them to put up prices.
Thus, with free wool, we will lose the
profits of sheep husbandry and soon find
foreign monopolies of wool and manufac-
tures extorting exorbitant prices from our
people, fo in the end we will lose all and
gain nothing. (See document No. 35, chap.
7.)

I have made reference to evidence and
argument in documents because It Is not
possible to discuss all in extenso in this
letter.
